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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Surry: 


I take pleasure in submitting to you my first annual report 
as superintendent of schools. | 

Someone has said that the proverbs or maxims of a people 
generally represent the wisdom of long experience. They are 
the signboards on a life’s great highway erected by our fore- 
fathers, and most travelers accept their guidance without ques- 
tion. As a false sign on a crowded alley may lead multitudes 
astray, So an untrue maxim or a misguided habit of study, 
especially when circulating among the young and inexperienced, 
may turn a nation into dangerous or fatal paths. There never 
was a time in the world’s history when the nations were 
brought more foreibly face to face with these vital facets than 
in this transitional period, an epoch of world life, distinguished 
for its keen competition in every vocation of life, and one that 
will demand the rising generation of boys and girls taught in 
accordance with modern pedagogical and psychological laws. 
In this spirit, during six months observation of your schools, I 
have tried to interpret the educational situation in Surry, 
alleviate conditions as far as financial means and opportuni- 
ties have been placed in my possession. 

Realizing that the boys and girls of today are to be the men 
and women of tomorrow, that our school children are soon 
to take our places in the activities and citizenship of town, 
state and nation, we must appreciate our opportunities and re- 
sponsibilities and act with feverish solicitude in the interests 
of the welfare of our children. We deem it essential to vitalize 
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their education with a thorough preparation in the fundamen- 
tals, viz, reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic, English, both 
oral and written, a broader scope in geography and history and 
a more intensive study of American citizenship. 


In writing, vour teachers are continuing the use of Hough- 
ton’s system and are applying the Ayer standard test to both 
writing and spelling. In writing we aim at neatness, legibility 
and a fair degree of speed. 

In reading, we devote the first three years to the mechanics 
of reading, 1. e., giving the child the tools by which he may 
_decipher the written word. Emphasis is placed on the sounding 
the words and the drilling of phonies. 


After the third grade attention is turned more particularly 
to three points, viz, (1), the getting the thought from the print- 
ed page; (2), silent reading under the guidance of the teacher, 
i. e., the getting of thought for ourselves; (3), oral reading, the 
ceiving of thought to another which implies clear articulation 
and enunciation and a proper expression of thought. In fact, 
teachers who have insisted on the pupil giving back the thought 
in his own words, even from the first grade, have developed the 
best readers under points 1 and 2. But good oral reading seems 
to be almost a lost art among our pupils today. I would impress 
on our teachers the need of greater emphasis given to this phase 
of reading. 

In number work, or arithmetic, we begin with the concrete 
and then go to the abstract. In the first and second grades 
considerable picture work is being done to illustrate the princi- 
ples in conerete form. We are trying to master all possible com- 
binations of numbers up to twenty. Also are developing and 
eivine thorough drill on the multiplication tables. 

After this fundamental preparation we are trying to con- 
fine our work to the practical principles that enter into the 
needs of the ordinary citizen, viz, drill on the four fundamental | 
principles, addition, subtraction, multiplication and division; 
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common and decimal fractions; percentage with its applica- 
tions, i. e., profit and loss, commission, insurance and taxes; 
simple interest and compound, with its application to banking; 
measurement of the quadrilateral, triangle, circle and problems 
that are based upon them; wood, lumber, carpentering, paper- 
ing’, indeed, problems that develop the principles of length, areas 
and eontents, also the right triangle which implies the knowl- 
edge of square root. In the eighth grade some additional work 
in algebra and conecre‘e geometry has beer done. The pupils 
seem weakest in problems that require some reasoning and men- 
tal arithmetic. 

: In geography, history, physiology and other subjects of 
similar nature, teachers who have used the topical method 
under the guidance of the five steps in teaching given in chapter 
seventeen of the State Program of Studies have obtained the 
best results.

Spencer tells us that ‘‘Education is the development of a 
sound mind within a sound body.’’ Therefore the quicker we 
can eliminate or correct these physical defects we shall furnish 
our children with physical environment favorable. to greater 
activities in the mental life. 

The work of the teachers for the most part has been good 
and compares favorably with that done in other towns of our 
vicinity. It is true there are weak spots in the system, but 
these, I believe, ean be strengthened and are being strengthened. 
Through the loyal co-operation of the home with the school, 
ideals of study, industry, right hving and a good citizenship 
will be fostered in the minds of our boys and girls. 

In conclusion, I wish to acknowledge the cordial co-opera- 
tion of teachers, the assistance and help of the school board and 
the hearty support of parents and citizens.
